parade

A m arshal for 
the parade will also be furnished from 
camp. 


The parade will form at haif past 
one o’clock, and will include, in addi­ 
tion to the soldiers, the civic and 
patriotic organizations, veterans of 
the Civil W ar, and of the Spanish 
American War. 
The schools will pre­ 
cede the parade to the cemetery, and 
will have charge of the strewing of 
flowers as in the past. 


A t the rostrum John D. Keith Esq. 
will preside, and will read Lincoln’s 
G ettysburg Address. 
The oration of 
the day will be delivered by Dr. Wil­ 
liam J. McDowell, of Chicago, a bishop 
in the Methodist church, and widely 
known both in the United States and 
internationally through his extensive 
travels. He is said to be a very force­ 
ful speaker. 


The usual exercises of the Sunday 
preceding Memorial Day have been 
arranged.

C. T. Lower, of McKnightstown, on 
Friday evening received word that all 
hope had been abandoned of finding 
the body of his nephew, George Wil­ 
liam Bell, foimerlv of this county. 
Mr. Bell was killed in the explosion 
at the T. N. T. plant of the Aetna 
Chemical Company, near Pittsburgh, 
last Saturday. For several days search 
was made of the morgue an I other 
places in an effort to get some trace 
of the missing man but now it is be­ 
lieved that the remains will never be 
found. 


Mr. Lower’s letter came from Dr. 
H arry J. Bell, of Dawson, a brother 
of the dead man. 
Dr. Bell went to 
Pittsburgh immediately after he re­ 
ceive! word of the 
explosion 
and 
learned there from his brother’s fore­ 
man th a t he, the brother, had been 
seen in the cooper shop immediately 
following the first explosion. 
This 
shop adjoined the T. N. T. building 
and was blown to atoms in a second 
explosion. 


Following the catastrophe, efforts 
were made 
to 
recover 
bodies 
and 
many of them were gotten out. 
Dr. 
Bell states that in the morgue he saw 
m any of them so badly burned an I 
disfigured as to be utterly beyond any 
hope of recognition. 
Either his broth­ 
er was among these or else the body 
was blow'n to bits as was the case 
with many of the unfortunate em ­ 
ployes. 
Dr. Bell, commenting on his 
brother’s death, says: 


“ He gave his life in the cause of 
democracy and died as much for his 
country as though he had been in the 
trenches.”

George William Bell was about 45 
years old and unmarried. 
He was 
born at Bell’s Mill, near Arendtsville, 
but the greater part of his life was 
spent in an I about McKnightstown. 
He served the rural mail route there 
for rnan^ years. 
His father was Wil­ 
liam Bell, a veteran of the Civil W’ar. 
He died some years ago and the 
mother and son went to Pittsburgh 
five or six years ago and had since 
been residing there. 


He leaves his m other; one brother 
a n i one sister, Dr. H arry J. Bell, of 
Dawson, and Mr*. Grace Bell King, a 
widow, residing with the mother in 
Pittsburgh.
